— A microbe 
which causes gangrene iu bullet 
and shrapeul woands has been 
discovered by Drs. Jap. Scarlett 
aud George Des Jardins of tbe 
American Ambulance service. 
After much experimentation on 
horses and guinea pigs a serum 
U now being, prepared by Dr. 
Henri Weisberg of the Pasteur
